And it means doing 
it now, before the forces of greed and reaction cement 
their “revolution” in Congress and the state houses.

He knew, as | know, that 
collective bargaining is as sacred as any civil right, and 
that collective bargaining brought millions of working 
families, white and African American alike, into the 
middle class. It's time our elected leaders understood 
that giving more workers the power of collective bar- 
gaining is the only way to prevent millions from being 
driven back into poverty 

Unfortunately, today, corporate profits, stock prices 
and CEO salaries go through the roof while workers’ 
wages collapse through the floor. The fruits of a grow- 
ing economy fall into the laps of the top one percent, 
while the bottom 80 percent. -- including virtually all 
African Americans -- are left with the pits. 

Cynical, opportunistic, and outright venal politicians 
make this possible by playing the dirtiest trick in 
American politics. It's Bob Dole and Phil Gramm, Newt 
Gingrich and Pat Buchanan using the language and 
syinbols of Jesse Helms and David Duke to advance 
the sentiments of the Mark Fuhrmans of the world. 

Immigrants and affirmative action, “welfare queens” 
and quotas” are just some of the racial code words 
politicians use to make voters blame their problems on 
those who have an even harder time making ends 
meet. 

These politicians are also labor's enemies. As Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. said, “The labor-hater and the 
labor-baiter is virtually always a twin-headed creature 
spewing anti-Negro epithets from one mouth and anti- 
labor propaganda from the other mouth.” 

With voters’ attention diverted by hatred, the big 
moneyed interests trample over the political and 
economic landscape like a herd of runaway elephants. 

Will the future be a nightmare in which whites and 
blacks drown in a sea of fear and hatred, their ships 
both sinking in the night, while the yachts of a few 
millionaires glide blithely over the surface? Or, will it be 
a dream in which all Americans -- regardless of color, 
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ethnicity, gender, faith and sexual! orientation -- join our 
ships to rise together on a wave of economic growth, 
and deny passage to the pirates that seek to plunder 
working people? 

The answer depends, in large measure, on whether 
the leaders of the labor and civil rights movements in 
the 1990s step up to the challenge. 

By the middle of the next century, most Americans 
will be people of color. Those with origins in Africa-and 
Asia, South and Central America and the Caribbean 
will outnumber those whose ancestors came from 
Europe. 

When that'day comes, America will face a day of 
judgment -- in moral and in practical terms -- because 
it will be inescapably true that America’s future will 
depend on the achievements of those whose God- 
given potential hds been held back by discrimination 
and deprivation. 

This requires the labor movement to reach out 
aggressively to people of color and to the lowest-paid 
workers in America, Fortunately, the new leadership of 
the AFL-CIO understands this, and is launching an 
unprecedented campaign to organize these hard- 
working men and women. 

In return, wherever union members walk picket lines 
in pursuit of economic justice, leaders of the NAACP 
and other civil rights organizations must be there, with 
the same spirit that brought Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 
to Memphis. 

This alliance myst extend from the workplace to the 
community, and all the way to the halls of Congress, 
Unions and civil rights groups must form 3 oowerful 
legislative and political force to fight for |abor reforms, 
and to improve the living siangards and worning con- 
ditions of those men and women who do not yet nave 
the power of collective bargaining. Issues like a mini- 
mum wage increase, work place safety projections, 
maintaining a strong Earned Income Tax Credit and

remains of Daniel's father and brother began with the 
approval of the new government. But despite govern- 
ment support for the search, the government wouldn't 
provide security for Daniel from the former terrorists 
members. 

When marked for death, Daniel fled to the U.S. He 
entered on a tourist visa and then asked for political 
vasylum through the Immigration and Naturalization 


Service in Washi . His request was denied and he 
faced deportation to Ethiopia -- a prospect that didn't 
thrill Daniel.

port showing that Nigeria's 


military had carned oul a two year 
war against the Ogoni people, who 
live in-an oil-rich section of the 
country. The report detailed attacks 
on civilians, including shooting of 
unarmed villagers, gang rapes of 
women and the burning of homes 
The human rights activists ex 
eculed by the government had 
been imprisoned for over a year, 
ostensibly for the charges by the 
Nigerian military of inciting riots 
which led to the murders of four 
Nigerian traditional leaders, How 
ever, few actually believe that the 
soft-spoken and professional Mr 
Saro-Wiwa was guilty of those char- 
ges. He did lead a movement which 
demanded that the government 
protect their homeland’s environ- 
ment from misuse by U.S, oll com 
panies and that the federal 
government share oil ravenues with 
the Ogoni people. Shell Oil in par- 
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ticular had been a target for Mr 
Saro-Wiwa's movement, 

Many believe that it was the 
demand for the sharing ‘of oil 
revenues that ultimately led to the 
executions. By controlling Nigeria's 
oil, which provides 80 percent of the 
country's foreign exchange earn 
ings, General Abacha and many 
senior military officers are said to 
have become multi-millionaires.

When the winner of those elections, 
Moshood Abiola, was imprisoned 
by the regime, President Clinton 
sent Rev. Jesse Jackson as his 
emissary to Abacha, with a letter 
demanding Abiola’s release, How- 
ever, as a long-time supporter of 
former Nigerian dictator Ibrahim

Babangida, Jackson was viewed by 
Nigeria's democracy movement as 
an unreliable ally who could easily 
be manipulated by Abacha. Jack 
s0n was warmly welcomed by 
Abacha, while five African American 
Congressmen who had been out 
spokenly supportive of Chief Abiola 
were denied visas to enter Nigeria 

As an African American leader 
who has done extensive work on 
behalf of democracy in sub 
Saharan Africa - with the Congres- 
sional Black Caucus and with 
ordinary Americans - | have learned 
how important it is that there be no 
compromise with dictatorship.

Legislators call FDA 
rules ‘misguided’ 


WASHINGTON President 
Clinton's recent decision to grant 
the U.S. Food and Drug Aa- 
ministration broad control of tobac 
co in order to reduce smoking by 
minors is admirable but wrong, say 
several state and federal legis- 
lators and small business owners

Under the proposal, the FDA 
would regulate cigarette manufac- 
turing, marketing, advertising, 
merchandising and sales. It would 
also prohibit receiving discount or 
free-pack coupons in the mail, and 
it would require that billboards. 
store signs and many newspaper 
and magazine ads be printed only 
in black and white without illustra- 
tion 

Both the White House and FDA 
Commissioner David Kessler 
claim federal control is necessary 
to reduce childrens access to 
cigarettes, Bul tobacco company 
executives say while the 
government's stated goal is good, 
their proposed methodology 
seriously threatens the rights of 45 
million adult smokers to have full 
and free access to legal products 
and information about them 

We don't want kids to smoke, 
but these harsh federal regulations 


will not address the youth-smoking 
problem,” said Richard Lb, Wil 
liams, spokesman tor RJ 
Reynolds Tobacco Co. “They will 
only penalize adults who choose 
to smoke.” 

‘President Clinton is right 
children should not smoke,” said 
North Carolina State Rep.

Recent events from the Million 
Man March to the O.J. Simpson trial 
have drawn national attention to the 
concerns and problems faced by 
African Americans, No matter 
where you stand on the issues sur- 
rounding these events, it is hard to 
deny the opportunity presented to 
us -- a8 African Americans and as a 
nation -- to expand our social and 
political dialogue. Yet in the face of 
this historic opportunity, Congress 
is taking action to turn down the 
volume on African American voices 

For the first time in over 60 years, 
Congress is aftempting to overhaul 
America’s telecommunications sys- 
tem. How this legislative battle turns 
out will have a direct impact on 
every American. From the cost of 
local telephone service to the 
quality and diversity of the program- 
ming you see on television, all con- 
sumers have a major stake in the 
outcome of the great lelecom- 
munications debate

For African Americans, the 
stakes are even higher. Over the 
years, African Americans have 
made significant inroads in the field 
of broadcasting. Both in terms of 
ownership and employment, 
owners, managers and employees 
of media outlets are African 
American, The result is better-than- 
ever access to news and entertain- 
ment from a different perspective 
than the main-stream viewpoint 
dominating the national media 

Should this legislation pass how- 
ever, the progress that has been 
made over the past three decades 
will come to a grinding halt. The 
reason is very simple: the current 
versions of this bill would allow and 
even encourage greater and 
greater media concentration in the 
US 

Current laws limit the number of 
media outlets a single company can 
own and prevent concentrated con- 
trol over editorial programming and 
dissemination of information. The 
proposed legislation repeals these 
laws, allowing one company or in- 


dividual the right to effectively con 
trol everything you see, hear or read 
in your community 

Under this scenario, reliable 
sources of information and opinion 
from the Amsterdam News to Jet 
could be pushed out -- or bought out 
-- and large corporations like Dis 
ney or Westinghouse would have 
the power to decide whal news and 
entertainment we should have ac 
cess to 

African-Americans have come 
too far in the nation, in the 
workplace and in the telecom 
munications industry to lose our 
voice to mega-media monopolies 
controlled by guys like Riupert Mur- 
doch. We should be leveraging the 
Spotlight on current events to in- 
crease our voices on social and 
political issues, and we should 
move quickly before Congress pulls 
the plug

The suit also seeks damages 
from the Columbus Post, its 
Senior Editor Gilbert Price and its 
General Manager Orville Lynch, Sr. 
for deceptive trade practices in- 
cluding the use of the name “Post”, 
the logo including a map of the 
State of Ohio and page layouts very 
similar to those used by the Call 


Campaign: every month, the 
N.A.A.C,P. will send a list of events 
from the African American com- 
munity to the various media sour- 
ces.

and Post. The suit alleges that the 
Post and its managers used these 
methods to confuse readers, ad- 
vertisers and vendors into believ- 
ing that they were buying the Call 
and Post. The suit seeks court in- 
tervention to stop the Post from 
using the name, logo and the page 
layouts it used in its “Inaugural 
edition” which was distributed on 
December 7. 

According to Lenear, the 
Columbus Call and Post has al- 
ready hired some employees to 
replace the former employees who 
resigned and went over to the 
Columbus Post. Also, Lenear 
says that public sentiment has 
been strongly in favor of the Call 
and Post, “It is difficult to simply 
obliterate an: institution that has 
been around for 26 years. Hopeful- 
ly, the people in Columbus’ Black 
community will have something to 
say about what has gone on here,” 
he said.

he would sign an order that no 
employees or agents of the defen- 
dants shall communicate rumors or 
information to vendors, advertisers 
or others regarding the existence, 
or state of the Columbus Call and 
Post; that the morgue of 
photographs which was taken from 
the Columbus Call and Post be 
returned; that telephone and com- 
puter access codes be provided to 
the Columbus Call and Post by 
former employees; and that 
Columbus Post distributors not use 
newspaper racks belonging to the 
Columbus Call and Post.

COLUMBUS Saturday, The 
Downtown Athletic Club, in New York 
City, announced that Ohio State Senior 
Tailback Eddie George won the coveted 
Heisman Trophy. George made history 
as the 61st winner of the award, and the 
6th Ohio State Buckeye in history to do 
S50, 

After the Buckeyes’ disappointing loss 
to Michigan in the season finale, many 
feared that George's stock had fallen, 
despite the fact that in that game he 
rushed for over 100 yards for the 
eleventh time in a twelve game season 
The 900 voters in the Heisman trophy 
balloting, however, gave George an 
overwhelming 264 point victory over the 
nest contender - Nebraska's Tommie 
Frazier. 


George's exemplary performance on 
and off the field this year undoubtedly 
played a large role in the vote. Last week, 
it was announced that he had won the 
Walter Camp Foundation's National 
Player of the Year Award. After that, most 
felt that the Heisman was a sure thing for 


George, because since 1967, all but five 
Camp Award Winners have gone on to 
win the prestigious award, The excep- 
tions were O. J. Simpson in 1967, Ken 
MacAfee in 1977, Hugh Green in 1980, 
Anthony Thompson in 1989 and Raghib 
Ismail in 1990 


George passed a school record, 
1,826 yards rushing and scored 24 
touchdowns to place himself among col- 
lege football's all time greats

Will all of these multi-media 
mergers render the term “small" ir- 
relevant as it relates to locally 
owned media companies? Will un- 
limited ownership of local radio and 
television stations allow domination 
of information by a few, and some- 
times questionable sources of 
ownership. 

All of the current activity has a 
significant and continuing impacton 
the community. Blacks, dispropor- 
tionately represented in decision 
making positions, could be further 
disenfranchised from image 
making power, and decision making 
authority.

The most enduring institution in Black 
America is finally attempting to make an 
impact on the lowly economic condition 
of African Americans. The Black Church 
which gained a position of prominence in 
the lives of blacks during slavery, and still 
has more members and influence over 
African Americans than any other black 
institution, is starting to initiate collective 
programs to bring broader economic 
development to blacks 

With Congress planning deep cuts in 
welfare programs and with the. possible 
demise of affirmative action, black 


church leaders now say it’s up to them to 
lure new businesses and jobs to blighted 
neighborhoods. To prepare for their new 
role in Black America's economic 
development, about 250 black Baptist 
preachers from across the nation recent- 
ly gathered in Kansas City, Mo. to dis- 
cuss creating credit unions, real estate 
franchises and housing programs in their 
communities. 

“The black preacher in the pulpit has 
to be concerned about what's happening 
in his neighborhood,” says Rev. Hyman 
Jarrett of Kansas City, Kan. “Because, 
one day, he'll wake up and his church will 
be full of people, and none will have a 
job.

Rev. H. I. Mayson, former 
Episcopal leader succumbs 


The Rt. Rev. Henry Irving Mayson, Suffragan Bishop 
of the Episcopal Diocese of Michigan (retired), died 
Sunday, December 3, 1995 at St. Joseph Mercy Hospi- 
tal, Ann Arbor, Michigan, from complications of Diabetes. 
Born in Cleveland, Ohio, to the late Edwin and Josephine 
Mayson, on Feb. 1, 1925, he was 70. 

Mayson was a June, 1948 graduate of St. Augustine's 
College where he majored in History and English and 
minored in Sociology and Education. In 1951 he 
graduated from Bexley Hall Seminary in Gambier, Ohio 
(Bexley later became part of the Center for Theological 
Studies, Rochester, New York.) 

In June of that year he was ordained to the Episcopal 
Diaconate and began work as chaplain at Cleveland's 
State Psychiatric Hospital. In that same year he pulled 
together the group of people who formed the nucleus of 
St. Philip's Mission, Akron; married the former Alma 
Harris; and was ordained to the Priesthood on December 
22. 

Mayson remained in Akron for 18 years during which, 
as rector of St. Philip's, he led the congregation in the 
pce of land, the building of a church and parish 

jouse, and the expanding of the congregation to more 
than 350 communicants F 


For 14 years, Mayson worked on the Youth Commis- 
sion of the Diocese of Ohio and, in 1965, was the first 
Black elected to the Council of that Diocese. He also 
served as a member of the Department of Christian 
Social Relations and the Department of Christian Educa- 
tion, In November, 1969 Bishop Burt appointed Mayson 
Director of Christian Social Relations and, as such, he 
became the first Black Staff Member of the Diocese of 
Ohio, a post he held until coming to Michigan as 
Archdeacon in 1970. 


For eight years Mayson served as a member of the 
National Council of YMCA. He was instrumental in initiat- 
ing the anti-poverty program in Summit County, Ohio. 
Elected to the governing board, he served as treasurer 
of this massive agency and in 1969 was recipient of the 
Sergeant Shriver Award for his outstanding work. 

Mayson was one of the founders of Fair Housing 
Contact Service which was highly instrumental in forcing 
the breakup of segregated housing patterns in Akron and 
Summit County. He served as treasurer of this agency 
which eventually became federally funded, 

Mayson was also founder of the Union of Black Clergy 
and Laity which later became the Union of Black Epis- 
copalians (UBE). He has served as a member of both 
the Ohio and 
board member. 

Funeral arrangements were handled by the Fritz 
Funeral Home, Detroit, Michigan and were held Mon- 
day, December 11, in the Cathedral Church of St. Paul.

“| haven't made a film for al- 
most 20 years," said Harry 
Belafonte, who's starring role in 

White Man’s Burden” opposite 
John Travolta (“Get Shorty,” 

Pulp Fiction”), marks the singer- 
actor-activist's return to the 
screen, (His last lead was in “Up 
town Saturday Night” in 1976.) 
The film, which marks the direc- 
torial debut of Desmond Nakano

“The kinds of films that are 
being made about blacks today 
even those by black filmmakers, 
leave me depressed and angry,” 
continued Belafonte.

“believe cinema has an enor- 
mous influence on social be- 
havior and the way people think,” 
said Belafonte.

posite, of course, is just as true. | 
think the world is in a place where 
people are feeling more and more 
distanced from one another, more 
alienated. 


“White Man's Burden" isabout 
people recognizing that we 
should try to come together to find 
our commonality. That although 
people may appear to be 
entrenched and unable to extri- 
cate themselves from their posi- 
tions, they have more in common 
than they may suspect. If this film 
has a message, that's it - that we 
should be fore open, more un- 
derstanding, more compas- 
sionate.” 


Now that ‘White Man's 
Burden" has opened, Belafonte is 
once again immersed in filmmak- 
ing, either producing, directing or 
starring in films that he deems 
significant.
